and weighs about 10 
pounds

Every budget when it isi 
first presented lo the legi.s-, 
laturc is not only physical- \ 
ly bin and heavy but the; 
amoutn of money for which 
\ve are expected to vote is 
tremendous This is done by: 
each administration for bar-, 
gaining uurposes. Finally, it 
is cut down and passed by 
the legislature

I voted against swollen 
budgets consistently lor 16

years because a swollen 
bud ge t i.s always followed' 
by demands for the enact-' 
ment of new taxes. i

Actually, about 65 per 
cent of the budget each year 
i.s based on provisions in the 
State Constitution or old' 
statutes, leaving the legisla­ 
ture about 35 per cent toi 
debate. Our State Constitu­ 
tion should have been re­ 
vised by the people years 
ago and many of the exist­ 
ing laws giving rise to swol­ 
len budgets should have

been repealed, hut these arei 
extremely difficult things toi 
do. |
